The Morning Session. 


The hall filled rather slowly yesterday morning 
and it was nearly haji past nine befe® the mem- 
bers of the convention werein theirpeats. About 
five or ten minutes before the meeting time, how- 
ever, the delegatzs poured in very rapidly, and 
when Judge Crisp ascended the stand the hall 
It seemed that the delegates had 
been wailing just on the outside and had come 
im almost simultaneously. When the gavel 
sounded Judge Hood arose for a personal explana- 
tion Which he made in reference to his remarks 
on the previous day concerniug Mr. Grier, of Jones, 
in which he had dubbed that gentleman a ‘‘wet 
nurse’’ and had suid that he ‘‘did not amount to 
much anyhow.’’

When Judge Hood had concluded his explana- 


tion Mr. Wash, of Richmond, arose and said: 

I desire to submita resolution for th2 considera-

The resolution was sent to the desk of the secre- 
tary and was read as follews: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appoint- 
ed bythe chair to wait upon Governor James 8. 
Boynteu and the Hon. A. QO. Bacon and request 


those gentlemen to withdraw their names from this 


convention as candidates for the nomination of gov- 
érnor in order that harmony may be promoted and 
the unity of the demoeratic party be secured. 

After the resolution was read Mr. Walsh arose 
aud said: 

Nr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Convention: 
I submit this resolution upou my own responsibil 
ity,as a delegate from the county of Richmond, 
whi h county sent its delegatesto this convention 
tininstructed, I offer it this morning in good faith.

A CONFERENCE COMMITTEE, 

After some disconnected discussion, Hon. Dupont 
Guerry, of Sumter, arose and said: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Convention: 
This, gentlemen of the convention, is a very impor- 
tant and very critical stage in our proceedings. I 
take it or granted that weall wantto do what is 
right, and that proposition applies tothe friends of 
the big candidates as well as to the friends of the 
litieones. I wanttomake a few remarks upon 
the character ofthis resolution. And 1 must say 
right here and now with all of my respect aud ad- 
miration fur the gentleman from Richmond, that it 
does strike me as a very Strange and novel propo- 
sition. These twogentlemen have been formally 
presented to this convention, they have heen voted 
for largely, enthusiastically, ballot after ballot. 
and now at this timeitis proposed that this con- 
vention invite them to retire. I say it is strange, 
and for this reason, We certaioly have the power, 
we certainly have the manhood either to yote them 
outor to votethemin.

TALK ON THE TARIFF. 


Senator Morgan's I[deas—it Must be Taken up by the 
Next Congress. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Senator Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, to-day,in speaking of the contest for the 
speakership of the next house, said that in his 
opinion the tariff question could not be kept in the 
background. It was the leading issue now, and 
would continue to be the leading issue until the 
tariff was reduced toa point where receipts from 
cusioms wonld not be more than enough to meet 
the necessary expense of the government. For the 
last few years, he said, the temperof the people 
had been inthe direction of this reform, but 
their representatives in congress had renegaded. 
At the last election, however,the people had spoken 
so emphatically for revenue reform that the next 


congress could not do otherwise than continue the 
work that was only begun at the last session. Sena- 
tor Morgan said that he bad no feeling of umkind- 
ness toward the manufacturers of the north, and he 
would be the Jast man to do them any harm. Ina 
fact, he admired their energy and pluck, but the 
time had come to strike a decisive blow at the pro- 
tective systems, and the blow would have to be 
struck. The peopie demanded it, and their repre- 
sentatives in Congress would have to obey their 
will. Senator Morgan said that the issue with re- 
gard to the tarfff would have to be squarely made 
in the contest for the speakership, ana he had little 
doubt what the result would be. He admired Mr. 
Kandall, he said, and had a warm [feeling of friend- 
ship forhim. He conceded his ability, but thought 
he would never again beable to make the interests of 
the Whole people subservient to the interests of 
Pennsylvania. Senator Morgan did aot say who he 
preferred for speaker, buthe said he was satisfied 
that Mr. Kandall could not be elected unless he 
pledged himself to make up the eommittees so as to 
continue the fightfor a revision of the tariff. As 
Mr. Kandall has already announced thal he regards 
the tariff as settled for the next ten vears, and as he 
is making his canvess on that idea, it is clear that, 
in Senator Morgan's opinion, he has no great pros: 
pect of being elected speaker.

THE RBVENUE BILL UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
Speciai to The Coustitution. ae 
‘ Moxtcomery, April 12.—A decision of 
great importance to the people of this state 
ras rendered té-day by the supreme court, 
touching the validity ofthe new revenue law. 
The late legislature rushed this law through 
in the closing days of the session. After 
working on it for nearly two months, the 


senate and the house’ disagreed on 
several portions of the bill, 
and a conference committee -was 6r- 


dered. This committee proposed an additional 
amendment to the bill, which was agreed to, 
together with other amendments proposed by 
the committee by both houses of the legisla- 
ture. This amendment was omitted by the 
engrossing clerk of the senate, and the gov- 
ernor signed the bill with this amendment 
omitted. A saloon-keeper in this city, wish- 
ing to test the validity of the new law, had 
his attorneys, Messrs. Semple & Son, argue 
the constitutionality of the bill be- 
fore the probate judge. An appgal was 
taken to the city court, and then to the su- 
preme court. As this was a test case and af- 
fected the revenues of the state, the decision 
was watched with great interest. The su- 
preme court decided the entire bill to be in- 
valid and unconstitutional on the ground that 


the governor signed an entirely differ- 
ent bill from the one _ passed 
by the legislature. This decision 
was concurred in by the full bench, and 


Judge Sommerville further asked that had 
the amendment been incorporated the bill 
would still be unconstitutional on the ground 
thatthe amendment was unconstitutional. 
The old law, which has been in existence for 
seven years, is supposed to remain in force, 
and as this new bill decreasec the taxation 
one mill, the decrease from thatsource would 
have amounted to at least $160,000. There 
general dissatisfaction as to our 
Solons having spent so much time in manu- 
facturing and afterwards patching a _ biil, 
which proves to be unconstitutional, annoy- 
ing and expensive.

A Chattahoochee Steamer Goes Down—Eleven Lives

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Co_umnbus, Ga., April 12.—Dispatches re- 
celved to-day give account of the sinking of 
the steamer Geo. W. Wylly, of the Central 
line last night, which left this place on her 
down trip yesterday morning. Herndon 3L. 
Palmer, tirst clerk; W. J. Rivers,second clerk: 
the cabin boy, a negro child, and seven ne- 
gro deck hands were drowned. The disaster 
occuried at the bridge at Fort Gaines, about 
half past 10 o'clock. The river was very 
high and in passing under the bridge the 
cavin was swept off, and  careen- 
ing the steamer struck a pier and sank in a 
lew minutes.

SHEEP CULTURE IN DOOLY. 


The Average Yield and Price of Wool.—Value por 
Head, Increase, etc. 
From the Dooly Vindicator. 

Last week we met on the streets Mr. 
Charles Hamilton, of Gum creek, a young 
merchant, who owns a flock of sheep in. this 
county. We learned from him that he was 
then in search of a flock which had wandered 
offin this vicinity. We then ventured the 
inquiry: 

‘What are you going todo with your sheep 
at this season, shear them?” 

“O, no," said he, “I am going to drive 
them nome and put them in a pasture to pre- 
vent the dogs and hogs from killing them.’’ 

‘Which is the most destructive, the dogs, 
or the hogs?” we asked, 

‘Well, it is about equal, the hogs eat all 
the lambs they can get, and the dogs take 
them as they come to them,”’ answered Mr. 
Hamilton. 3 

We then asked him to tell us the amount 
of wool was a fair average, per head, the 
value of the wool, the value of the sheep in 
the market, &c. 

‘*‘We do notshear them till May or June,” he 
answered, ‘‘when we attend to them a little 
and keep them fromrunningin the old fields 
and brier patches, we get about three pounds 
of wool from each sheep, but when they are 
allowed to run at wili they lose about half 
on the briers, and we get only a pound and a 
half. We get twenty-five cents per pound tor 
the woot, we have sold for as much as) thirty 
and thirty-five cents per pound, but I am ex- 

ecting only twenty-five cents this season. 

fawkinsvilleis our market, The sheep,’ he 
continued, ‘in our range are worth 
$3 a head for lambs and old ones, but you 
cannot buy one there, none forsale. I would 
not give but $1.50 for sheep out of the range 
and the lambs thrown in for good measure at 
that, for nearly half of them will die through 
the winter. There is no increase in a flock of 
sheep unless you attend to them, the lambs 
just about balance off with the oid ones that 
die. Your stock wiil stand about the same, 
and uhe only profit is in the yield of wool, 
which is 20 per cent of the money inyested. 
We mark and brand when weshear. We 
usually keep up the flock at that time about 
three weeks.”’ 

Mr. Hamilton, on inquiry, informed us 

that he owned about 1,200 head, this you see 
would, at $3, amount to $3,600, a nice little 
investment. The entire expenses per bead 
for care, shearing, etc., will not exceed ten 
cents, 
This isa profitable and growing industry in 
this section, and while there are not many 
persons engaged in it, there is a large number 
of sheep in this county that pay their owners 
handsomely.

cle taken 
Bulletin, setting forth the alarm that 
among eastern manufacturers in relation to 
southern competition in the manufacture ol 
cheap cotton goods. The article in question 
practically concedes that the advantages of 
the south in the production of ‘‘domestics”’ 
cannot be set aside by any juggling before 
commissioners of any sort. Commissioner 
Fink has in fact refused 
the roads he represents to be taxed for the 


to permit 


benefit of the manufacturers of cotton goods 
of New England and the dry goods mer- 
chants of New York city. At present sheet- 
ings and goods of similar grade are in the 
class that all other dry -goods are, and the 
trunk lines do not see why they should not 
remain in that class. The trunk line com- 
missioner has at any rate decided that he will 
not make any changein the west bound class- 
‘fication of dry goods freights. This decision 
is simply business sense. There 
‘s yeally no reason why ‘domestics’ 
should be carried cheaper than other kinds of 
dry-goods, and if there was, the result would 
simply be a long-range rate war which would 
not benefit the east; for the empty cars that 
are carried back to Chicago from Atlanta 
could transport at nominal rates enough cot- 
ton goods to clothe the world. 

The decision of Commissioner Fink is ac- 
cepted as final. The New York Times demon- 
strates that any appeal from it to the railroad 
commission of New York or any other state 
would be futile and valueless. ‘A national 
body.” it says, “with power to overhaul the 
rates fixed by the trunk lines, and by the. 
southern lines as well, might give these peti- 
tieners an assurance that their grievance, if 
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in other words gone where the woodbine 
twineth. 

But the chief grievance of the eastern 
papers seems to consist in tlie exultation of 
the Eagle and Phenix mills, as set forth in an 
illustrated red-letter circular. ‘Comment 
on this circular,”’ says the Commercial Bulle- 
tin, ‘“‘is superfluous.’’ The circular of the 
Columbus mills declares, among other things, 
that ‘‘northern dry goods men are driven to 
the wall.’’ So indeed they are, or soon will 
be, in the respect already mentioned; for the 
southern mills-want no subsidies whatever. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal claims that 
the industry in the south is not all due to 
the subsidy system, but in spite of it. ‘‘Asa 
matter of fact,” it adds, “‘the south to-day 
can make iron and cotton cheaper than Penn- 
sylvaniaand than New England, and this 
truth is forcing itselfon the minds of the 
eastern manufacturers, creating uneasiness 
and alarm. The manufacturing industries of 
the north, to a very large extent, rest on a 
fictitious basis, which must svoner or later 
be swept away. Two great forces are at work 
undermining this unsubstantial prosperity. 
One is southern competition, the other the 
growth of popular intelligence, as on ques- 


tions of political economy.”’

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SOME EUROPEAN SAND-DUNES. 

A correspondent of Knowledge gives these partic- 
ulars respecting various sand-dunes in Europe: 
Sand-dunes travel in the direction of the prevalent 
wind. They continue to advance inland and over- 
whelm everything on their march, even streams 
failing to arrest their progress. The mouth of the 
river Adour, on the west coast of France, has been 
shifted two and a half miles from its orizinal posi- 
tion by encroaching sand-dunes. Along the 
French coast, where they extend for miles, : they 
average from fifty feet to sixty feet in hight, while 
on the coast of Holland they have been met with 
as high as 260 feet. On the shores of the bay of 
Biscay they travel inland at the rate 
of about sixteen feet in a year, while in some 
parts of Denmark the rate of encroachment reaches 
twenty-four feetin thesanetime.

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CAREY'S EVIDENCE. 


THE TRIAL OF THE IRISH INVINCI- 
BLES RENEWED. 


e + 


The Informer Repeats His Testimony, and Intimates 
That he Knows More—The Identification of 
Number One—Hypocrisy and Guilt of 
the Crown's Witness Exposed. 


Dvus.in, April 12.—The trial of Joe Brady, charg- 
ed with murdering Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke, was resumed this morning. James 
Carey was again placed on the witness stand and 
cross-examined by counsel for the defense, who 
elicited the information that Carey, when plotting 
the murders with the other accused men, was @ 
member of asociety which received the sacrament 
atstated periods. Carey also said he was promised 
pardon before he determined to give evidence 
against his fellow conspirators. 

The witness said he was one of the prime movers 
in the murder of Burke, but he was under compul- 
sion during the time preceeding the event. Being 
closely interrogated by counsel on this point, he 
finally admitted that he was not under compulsion 
when he pointed out Burke to the assassins, and 
urged the murderefs toremember that the man 
clad in a gray suit was Burke. Witness, though he 
has for sixteen years been working for wages aver- 


aging two pounds per week, had in 1852 ninety 
tenants occupying his various houses, Counsel 
for the defense brought out in sharp 


contrast to the-wbhiuts made by the crown that Carey 
drove with his @hiildren to the door of the church 
in Fitzharris’s cab, onthe 6th of May; that he was 
the first man to suggest that daggers be used, and 
he afterwards suggested that the weapons with 
which thecrime wascommitted should be put on 
exhibition as national relics. The answer of the 
wituess to the questions put him concerning prom: 
ices of pardon were given with much hesitation. 
Finally he said he had been informed by Mallon, 
chief of the detectives, that if his evidence 
should be given freely to the state, 
and should be coufirmed by that of 
other witnesses, he and his brother would be 
pardoned for their share in the conspiracy. This 
statement caused some sensation. His attention 
being called to trifling details which bad been dis- 
covered lately relating to the movements of Fitz- 
harris’s cab in the park on the day of the murder, 
and which had not been given by the witness, Ca- 
rey remarked quietly but with evident significance, 
that he had so Jar answered questians put to him 
by counsel,and hecould, “if unrestricted,and ifhe 
desired, tell a great deal more.’’ The cross-exami- 


nation of Carey was severe and search- 
ing. Counsel for the defense 


said, in remarking on the witnesses’ testimony, that 
Carey’s hands were steeped in blood. Carey said, 
“That is not true.’’ Subsequently, Carey said he 
was only telling what he knew, and he was more 
frjendly to counsel for the defense than counsel 
himself was aware of, for he had told the latter to 
bearin mind that he was not telling everything 
that he knew against his client. Counsel vehem- 
ently protested that it was his wish to have no 
friendly intercourse with the witness aud no favo 
from him, 
THE CAB DRIVER'S EVIDENCE. 

Michael Kuvanagh, whodrove the car in which 
the murderers rode, was then called to the stand’ 
He repeated his former evidence in substantially 
the same language. He made a material amend- 
ment to it, however, by saying that it was Smith, 
not Delaney, who he drove to the scene of the mur- 
der with Carey. His statement made before was a 
mistake. Histestimony shows that it was Brady 
that teld him where to drive, and designated the 
place for him to wait for the murderers, on Muy ihe 
sixth last. 

James Smith, another the accused 
men, who turned informer, repeated the story of his 
doings in Pho-nix park on May the 6th, as related 
by James Carey at the preliminary hearing. Smith 
said he wassworn in as an Invincible three weeks 
before the murders were committed. The Invinci- 
bles, he said, had a secret sign by which they re- 
cogpized each otber, which was the holding of a 
knife in the palm of the hand. Daniel Curley had

introduced himself to witness by means of this 
sign. Other witnesses were called by 
the prosecution, among them being 
Gooden, the Phcenix park ranger, and the son of 


James Carey. ‘The latter deposed, concerning the 
search for knives used by the murderers, the result 
of which he said was reported to Prady. The phy- 
siciaps who examined the bodies of Cavendish and 
Burke, then gave evidence re!ative to the nature of 
the wound. The case for the prosecution was 
closed at three o’clock. ‘ihe case for the defense 
was then opened. Counsel for the defense spoke 
foran hour. His arguiment was in support of an 
alibi for the prisoner. James Mullett, another 
prisoner, has made a statement to the crown, on the 
strength of which itis said he wiil be accepted as 
anapprovar. The photographs recognized by Carey 
as ‘‘No. 1’’ were those of Tynan. 
THE SIX DYNAMITE PRISONERS. 

LONDON, April 12.—Norman, Dalton, 
Wilson, Curtin and Ansburgh, the six men recentiy 
arrested here on suspicion of being connected with 
the dynamite conspiracy, were taken to Bow street 
police court this morning in the prison van. The 
vehicle was driven rapidly, and was accompanied 
by aguard of armed police and mounted consta- 
les. A large crowd tollowed the prisoners tothe 
court house. The whole route traversed by the van 
was lined with policemen, and every precaution to 
preventa rescue was taken. ‘The prisoners ap- 
peared perfectly calm. The examination was ad- 
journed for one week,and they were couveyed 
back to prison under the same escort which brought 
thei to the court.
